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REMARKS 

This responds to the Office Action dated March 7, 2006. Claims 36, 37, 45, 63, and 67 
are amended. No claims are cancelled or added. As a result, claims 36-72 remain pending in 
this patent application. 

§1 02 Rejection of the Claims 
Claims 36-40, 42, 43, 45-48, 50, 51 and 63-72 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Pohndorf et al. (U.S. Paten No. 5,776,178). Applicant respectfully submits 
that the above amendments to claims 36, 45, 63, and 67 overcome this rejection. Accordingly, 
Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of this basis of rejection of claims 36-40, 42, 43, 45- 
48, 50,51 and 63-72. 

§103 Rejection of the Claims 
Claims 41 and 49 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Pohndorf et al. (U.S. Paten No. 5,776,178) in view of Janke et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,240,321). 
Applicant respectfully submits that the above amendments to claims 36 and 45 overcome this 
rejection. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of this basis of rejection of 
claims 41 and 49. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Applicant acknowledges the allowance of claims 53-62. 

Claims 44 and 52 were indicated to be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Nonetheless, 
Applicant respectfully submits that such claims are allowable in their present form, with their 
base claims as amended. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests allowance of claims 44 
and 52.
